“(d)  That  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  special 
survey,  including  all  costs  of  publication

“GAME  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  Bounty 
Regulations,  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  666, 
approved  March  21st,  1952,  be  rescinded,  effective 
August  1st,  1954: 

And  that,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
69  of  the  “Game  Act,”  chapter  135  of  the  “Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the  following 
Bounty  Regulations  be  made,  effective  August  1st, 

1954: — 

Bounty  Regulations 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  con¬ 
tained,  payment  shall  be  made  to  any  person  who 
is  the  holder  of  a  licence  to  carry  firearms  under 
the  “  Game  Act  ”  or  to  an  Indian  who  is  a  resident 
of  .the  Province: — 

In  respect  to  each  cougar  killed  within  the  Prov¬ 
ince,  a  bounty  of  twenty  dollars  ($20), 
provided  that  when  a  bonus  or  registered 
cougar-hunter  who  has  been  appointed  in 
accordance  with  these  regulations  personally 
kills  a  cougar  within  the  Province,  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  bonus  of  twenty 
dollars  ($20)  over  and  above  the  usual 
bounty  set  out  herein: 

In  respect  of  each  timber-wolf  killed  within  the 
Province,  excepting  the  Electoral  Districts 
of  Kamloops,  Cariboo,  and  Lillooet,  a 
bounty  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25);  in  the 
electoral  districts  mentioned,  a  bounty  of 
forty  dollars  ($40). 

2.  Bounties  shall  not  be  paid  on  any  cougar 
unless  the  whole  pelt  of  the  animal  is  produced 
with  an  application  for  bounty,  and  in  respect  to 
wolves  killed  or  taken  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of 
Kamloops,  Cariboo,  and  Lillooet,  the  whole  pelt 
and  the  right  foreleg  pad  intact,  but  elsewhere  in 
the  Province  the  pelt  only  must  be  produced.  In 
regard  to  the  term  “  right  foreleg  pad  intact,”  this 
means  that  the  pad  should  remain  on  the  pelt  be¬ 
fore  application  for  bounty  can  be  allowed. 

Further,  for  the  purposes  of  these  regulations,  a 
bonus  or  registered  cougar-hunter  shall  mean  a  per¬ 
son  who  has  registered  and  has  duly  entered  into 
contract  with  the  Game  Commission  to  act  as  a 
cougar-hunter  within  a  given  or  prescribed  district 
as  designated  by  the  said  Commission  and  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  said  Commission. 

The  pelt  of  any  wolf  or  cougar  must  be  pro¬ 
duced  for  bounty  payment  with  an  application  of 


bounty  within  two  months  after  the  date  on  which 
the  pelt  was  taken. 

3.  Any  pelt  or  part  of  pelt  designated  herein 
shall  be  produced  to  one  of  the  following  officers — 
namely,  a  Government  Agent,  a  Provincial  Game 
Inspector  or  Supervisor,  a  Game  Warden,  an  officer 
or  constable  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
Force,  or  a  person  duly  authorized  in  writing  by 
the  Game  Commission  to  receive  applications — and 
shall  deliver  to  the  officer  the  application  made  by 
the  applicant  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Game 
Commission,  setting  out  the  facts  as  to  the  killing 
of  the  animal,  and  stating  the  date  on  which  and 
the  place  where  it  was  killed.  The  applicant,  if  he 
is  a  holder  of  a  licence  to  carry  firearms,  shall  also 
produce  his  firearms  licence  for  inspection  by  the 
officer. 

4.  The  officer  shall  examine  the  pelt  produced, 
and  if  a  hole  is  found  in  either  ear  of  the  pelt,  he 
shall  refuse  the  application.  If  both  ears  are  found 
to  be  intact  and  the  application  is  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  herein  contained,  he  shall  cut 
a  hole  of  not  less  than  one-half  inch  in  diameter 
in  the  left  ear  of  the  pelt,  and  shall  endorse  upon 
the  application  a  certificate  of  approval  in  the 
form  provided  by  the  Game  Commission,  and  shall 
return  the  approved  application  to  the  applicant. 
In  respect  of  an  application  for  bounty  covering 
the  destruction  of  a  wolf,  the  right  foreleg  pad, 
where  necessary  under  these  regulations,  is  to  be 
detached  and  destroyed  by  the  officer  taking  the 
application. 

5.  Where  an  animal  is  killed  by  means  other 
than  a  firearm,  and  where  the  person  killing  it  is 
neither  the  holder  of  a  licence  to  carry  firearms 
nor  an  Indian,  payment  of  the  bounty  may  be  made 
to  that  person  if  his  application  therefor  is  ap¬ 
proved  in  writing  by  the  Game  Commission  and  is 
otherwise  in  compliance  with  these  regulations.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative

“TOWN  PLANNING  ACT” 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  61  of 
the  “Town  Planning  Act,”  being  chapter  339  of 
the  “Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,” 
as  amended,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations: — 

Dawson  Creek  District  Regulated  Area 

1.  These  regulations  apply  to  the  area  defined 
as  follows:  That  part  of  Township  78,  Range  15, 
west  of  the  6th  meridian,  being  Sections  11,  14, 
15,  21,  22,  and  23,  the  North  Half  of  Section  2, 
the  North-east  Quarter  of  Section  3,  the  East  Half 
and  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  10,  the  North¬ 
east  Quarter  of  Section  9,  and  the  East  Half  and 
North-west  Quarter  of  Section  1 6,  save  and  except¬ 
ing  thereout  the  Village  Municipality  of  Dawson 
Creek  as  defined  in  The  British  Columbia  Gazette. 

2.  The  area  defined  in  Regulation  1  is  herein¬ 
after  called  the  “  area  ”  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  Dawson  Creek  District  Regulated  Area.” 

3.  There  shall  be  an  Inspector  for  the  area  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs. 

4.  The  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  Inspector,  who  may  issue  an  order 
within  the  scope  of  section  61  of  the  “Town  Plan¬ 
ning  Act,”  requiring  an  owner,  agent,  lessee,  or 
occupier  of  any  premises  to  comply  with  any  pro¬ 
visions  of  these  regulations  within  such  time  as 
may  be  named  in  the  order. 

5.  The  approving  officer  as  defined  in  the  “  Land 
Registry  Act  ”  shall  not  approve  of  a  plan  of  sub¬ 
division  which  does  not  comply  with  the  require¬ 
ments  prescribed  in  Regulation  6  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Inspector. 

6.  No  land  shall  be  subdivided  into  lots  of  less 
than  one-quarter  of  an  acre  in  area  unless: — 

(a)  A  method  of  sewage-disposal  satisfactory  to 
the  Medical  Health  Officer  is  possible  for 
each  lot: 

( b )  Each  lot  in  a  residential  zone  is  at  least  six 
thousand  square  feet  in  area: 

(c)  Each  lot  or  parcel  resulting  from  the  sub¬ 
division  abuts  on  a  public  highway  along 
one  full  side  of  said  lot: 

(el)  The  land  is  not  swamp  land  and  is  not  sub¬ 
ject  to  intermittent  or  periodic  flooding. 

7.  The  subdivision  of  land  in  rural  districts  into 
parcels  of  less  than  two  acres  shall  not  be  approved 
except  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

8.  No  person  shall  construct,  alter,  repair,  add 
to,  or  move  a  building  or  structure,  or  do  any 
plumbing  work  thereon,  or  install  a  sewage-dis¬ 
posal  system  without  obtaining  a  permit  therefor 
from  the  Inspector. 

9.  The  application  for  a  permit,  together  with 
such  plans  and  other  information  as  the  Inspector 
requires,  shall  be  examined  by  him,  and  if  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  him  that  the  proposed  construction  will 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  these  regulations 
and  all  other  laws  applicable  thereto,  the  Inspector 
shall  issue  the  building  permit  upon  receipt  of  the 
permit  fee  specified  in  Schedule  It  hereof,  and  not 
otherwise  except  as  provided  in  Regulation  34 
hereof. 


10.  ( 1 )  No  dwelling  shall  be  erected  on  a  parcel 
of  land  less  than  six  thousand  square  feet  in  area 
or  less  than  fifty  lineal  feet  in  frontage  or  width, 
except  where  subdivision  into  parcels  of  less  area 
and  dimensions  has  been  made  prior  to  the  date  of 
these  regulations  or  as  provided  in  Regulation  5 
hereof,  and  on  a  larger  parcel  there  shall  be  no 
more  than  one  dwelling  for  each  six  thousand 
square  feet  of  said  parcel.  Where  two  or  more 
dwellings  are  erected  on  a  parcel,  they  shall  be 
located  as  if  each  were  on  a  separate  lot  subdivided 
according  to  these  regulations. 

(2)  Structural  details  shall  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  National  Building  Code  of  the 
National  Research  Council  of  Canada,  except  as 
otherwise  required  herein;  plumbing  installations 
shall  comply  with  Sections  K.1.1  to  K.6.4.2,  in¬ 
clusive,  of  Appendix  K  of  said  National  Building 
Code;  and  sewage-disposal  systems  and  sanitary 
arrangements  shall  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  Schedule  A  hereof. 

(3)  Any  building  intended  for  human  habitation 
shall  have  a  floor  area  of  not  less  than  five  hundred 
square  feet  per  housekeeping  unit. 

(4)  No  building  shall  be  erected  on  a  parcel  of 
land  registered  subsequent  to  the  date  of  these 
regulations  unless  it  is  at  least  six  thousand  square 
feet  in  area  and  at  least  fifty  lineal  feet  in  frontage 
or  width. 

11.  (1)  Tourist  camps  are  exempted  from  the 
requirements  of  clauses  (1)  and  (3)  of  Regulation 
10  hereof. 

(2)  Tourists  camps  shall  be  located  only  on  sites 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

(3)  Tourist  camps  shall  not  be  occupied  by 
other  than  transient  guests  or  bona  fide  tourists 
without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

(4)  Any  installation,  erection,  or  use  of  elec¬ 
trical  equipment  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations 
of  the  “  Electrical  Energy  Inspection  Act.” 

(5)  All  structures  shall  conform  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act  ”  and  with  any 
regulations  pursuant  thereto. 

(6)  No  building  shall  be  used  for  a  purpose 
other  than  that  for  which  a  permit  was  issued,  ex¬ 
cept  with  the  written  permission  of  the  Inspector. 

12.  (1)  The  Inspector  may  withhold  a  permit 
for  or  order  the  removal  of  any  structure  when  he 
deems  it  necessary  in  the  interests  of  health  or 
safety;  the  Inspector,  in  his  order  for  removal, 
shall  name  a  time  by  which  such  structure  shall  be 
removed  and  give  the  reasons  for  requiring  said 
removal. 

(2)  The  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  permit  for 
any  work  on  a  building  or  structure  constructed  or 
to  be  constructed  on  or  moved  on  to  a  parcel  of 
land  smaller  than  is  required  by  these  regulations 
unless  said  parcel  was  on  record  before  the  date  of 
these  regulations  or  is  part  of  a  subdivision  plan 
regularly  approved  by  the  approving  officer. 

13.  If  a  permittee  has  not  commenced  to  exer¬ 
cise  his  rights  under  the  permit  within  six  months 
from  date  of  issue,  the  permit  shall  expire. 

14.  Where  a  person  obtains  a  permit,  he  shall 
carry  out  the  construction  or  moving  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  on  which  the  permit  is  based  and 
not  otherwise,  and  shall  complete  exterior  finish 
according  to  an  approved  plan  within  eighteen 
months  of  the  issuance  of  the  building  permit. 

15.  The  Inspector  shall  have  power  to  enter 
upon  and  inspect  every  building  in  the  course  of 
construction  or  removal  in  the  area. 

16.  If  any  person  is  erecting  or  has  erected  a 
building  or  structure,  or  is  installing  or  has  installed 
plumbing  or  a  sewage-disposal  system,  or  is  doing 
any  work,  without  a  permit  as  required  herein,  or 
that  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  on  which  the  permit  is  based,  the  Inspector 
may: — 

(a)  Order  that  person  to  cease  work  thereon;  or 

(/>)  Order  that  person  to  conform  to  the  plans 
and  specifications;  or. 

(r)  Order  that  person  to  remove  the  building, 
structure,  or  installation  within  a  time-limit 
to  be  stated  in  the  order. 

17.  (  I  )  Where  the  Inspector  finds  a  building  or 
structure  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition,  he  may 
order  the  owner  to  make  such  repairs  or  recon- 
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struction  as  the  Inspector  considers  necessary  to 
put  said  building  into  a  safe  condition.  If,  in  his 
opinion,  the  existing  building  cannot  be  satisfac¬ 
torily  repaired,  or  if  the  owner  refuses  or  neglects 
to  carry  out  the  repairs  or  reconstruction  ordered 
by  the  Inspector,  the  Inspector  may  order  the  build¬ 
ing  demolished  by  a  date  specified  in  the  order. 

(2)  Where  a  building  erected  before  the  date  of 
these  regulations  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  specified  in  Regulation  10  hereof  for 
new  buildings,  the  Inspector  may,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeal,  order  the  owner 
to  make  such  alterations  or  additions  or  do  any¬ 
thing  that  may  be  necessary  to  bring  said  building 
into  conformity  with  these  regulations  by  a  date 
to  be  specified  in  the  order. 

18.  Every  person  to  whom  an  order  is  directed 
pursuant  to  these  regulations  shall  obey  the  order. 

19.  The  area  is  divided  into  districts  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  classes: — 

(n)  “  Rural  districts,"  being  the  districts  shown 
uncoloured  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
area  bordered  red  on  a  plan  bearing  the 
words  “  This  is  the  plan  referred  to  in 
Regulation  19,  clause  (a),  of  the  Regula¬ 
tions  Applying  to  the  Dawson  Creek  District 
Regulated  Area’’  and  signed  by  the  Minister 
of  Municipal  Affairs  and  deposited  in  the 
Department  of  Municipal  Affairs: 

(b)  “Residential  districts,”  being  the  districts 
coloured  yellow  on  said  plan: 

(c)  “Commercial  districts,”  being  the  districts 
coloured  purple  on  said  plan: 

id)  “  Industrial  districts,”  being  the  districts 
coloured  red  on  said  plan. 

20.  In  rural  districts: — 

( 1 )  No  person  shall  use  land  for  purposes  other 
than: — 

(a)  Agricultural  uses,  which  shall  include  horti¬ 
cultural  and  associated  uses: 

( b )  Residence  uses  complying  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Regulation  21  hereof: 

(c)  Small  industries  for  the  primary  utilization 
of  natural  products: 

(d)  Other  uses  deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal 
to  be  rural  in  nature,  but  not  retail  stores 
and  similar  commercial  uses,  or  factories. 

(2)  Subdivision  plans  showing  lots  of  less  than 
two  acres  shall  not  be  approved  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

21.  In  residential  districts: — 

( 1 )  No  person  shall  use  land  for  purposes  other 
than: — 

(a)  Residences,  churches,  schools,  community 
halls,  non-commercial  greenhouses,  and 
other  uses  deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal 
to  come  within  the  meaning  of  “  customary 
residential  uses  ”: 

( b )  Agricultural,  horticultural,  and  related  uses, 
provided  that  whenever  any  such  use  creates 
or  in  his  opinion  is  likely  to  create  a  public 
nuisance,  the  Inspector  may  refuse  a  permit 
or  order  its  discontinuance. 

(c)  Accessory  buildings  located  in  a  rear  yard, 
and  uses  customarily  incident  to  the  above 
uses,  provided  that  a  building  to  shelter 
domestic  animals  shall  be  situated  not  less 
than  one  hundred  feet  from  any  well,  spring, 
or  creek,  and  as  far  from  a  dwelling  on  the 
same  lot,  and  the  nearest  dwelling  of  any 
adjacent  lot  as  the  shape  and  size  of  the  lot 
on  which  it  is  situated  permits. 

(2)  The  keeping  of  animals  or  fowl  for  breeding 
or  commercial  purposes  where  such  use  exists  at 
the  date  of  the  coming  into  effect  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  may  be  continued  as  a  non-conforming  use, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  Regulation  27  hereof,  but 
no  similar  use  shall  be  established  hereafter. 

(3)  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a  site 
except  in  compliance  with  the  following  condi¬ 
tions: — 

( a )  The  height  of  the  building  shall  not  exceed 
thirty-five  feet,  or  two  and  a  half  stories: 

( b )  A  building  to  be  used  for  human  habitation 
shall  have  a  floor  area  of  at  least  eight  hun¬ 
dred  square  feet: 

(c)  No  building-site  shall  be  occupied  by  build¬ 
ings  to  more  than  thirty-three  percent  of  its 
area: 


( d )  A  rear  yard  shall  be  provided  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  lot  depth, 
and  it  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  twenty- 
five  feet  in  depth: 

O)  Two  side  yards  shall  be  provided,  each  of 
which  shall  be  not  less  in  width  than  ten 
per  cent  of  the  width  of  the  site,  or  five 
feet,  whichever  is  greater,  provided  that  no 
side  yard  need  exceed  ten  feet  in  width, 
and  further  provided  that  where  a  building 
is  not  served  by  a  side  or  rear  lane,  one  side 
yard  shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  in  width  and 
unobstructed  and  open  to  the  sky: 

(/)  On  a  corner  lot  at  the  rear  of  which  are 
lots  fronting  on  the  flanking  street,  the  yard 
paralleling  and  adjacent  to  the  flanking 
street  shall  extend  the  full  depth  of  the  lot 
and  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-five  feet 
wide,  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  the 
Board  of  Appeal  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works,  in  which  case 
it  shall  be  not  less  than  twelve  and  a  half 
feet  wide. 

22.  In  commercial  districts: — 

( 1 )  Land  may  be  used  for  the  purposes  per¬ 
mitted  in  residential  districts,  and  which  conform 
to  the  height,  yard,  and  area  requirements  of 
Regulation  21,  or  for  retail  stores  and  similar 
commercial  uses,  offices,  and  service-stations,  but 
not  for  industrial  establishments  employing  more 
than  six  permanent  employees,  or  fruit  processing 
or  packing  or  similar  plants,  or  other  uses  not 
deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  to  come  within 
the  meaning  of  the  term  “  commercial  uses.” 

(2)  Where  a  building  hereafter  is  erected  or 
converted  for  retail  or  other  commercial  or  busi¬ 
ness  purposes  where  there  is  no  public  lane  giving 
access  to  the  rear  of  the  building,  provision  shall 
be  made  for  such  access  by  means  of  a  yard  so 
that  loading  and  unloading  operations  shall  be 
conducted  off  the  public  highway. 

(3)  The  height  of  any  building  hereafter  erected 
shall  be  not  more  than  thirty-five  feet. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  Regulation  25  hereof, 
in  the  case  of  a  building  to  be  erected  on  a  corner 
lot,  other  than  one  permitted  in  Regulation  21 
hereof,  each  wall  facing  a  street  shall  be  deemed 
a  main  front  wall. 

23.  In  industrial  districts  any  lawful  use  is  per¬ 
mitted,  provided,  however,  that  any  buildings  used 
for  human  habitation  shall  conform  to  Regulations 
12  and  21  hereof,  and  further  provided  that  no 
building  and  no  land  shall  be  used  for  any  business 
or  industry  which  the  Inspector  considers  will  be  or 
is  obnoxious  by  reason  of  the  emission  of  smoke, 
gas,  fumes,  noise,  or  odour  without  the  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Appeal. 

24.  The  height  limitations  prescribed  herein  shall 
not  apply  to  windmills,  silos,  grain-elevators,  and 
similar  structures,  nor  shall  they  apply  to  chimneys, 
towers,  and  spires,  occupying  less  than  seven  per 
cent  of  the  site  area. 

25.  ( 1 )  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a 
lot  so  that  any  main  wall,  other  than  projecting 
steps,  will  be  nearer  a  highway  than  twenty-five 
feet,  unless  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Works. 

(2)  Side  yards  shall  be  unoccupied  and  un¬ 
obstructed  by  buildings. 

26.  ( 1 )  Soil  or  gravel  shall  not  be  removed 
from,  or  garbage  deposited  on,  any  lands  in  the 
area  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Appeal, 
which  may  state  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which 
the  consent  is  granted. 

(2)  Where  permission  to  conduct  uses  referred 
to  in  this  regulation,  or  where  an  appeal  under  the 
provisions  of  Regulation  28  has  been  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Appeal,  the  applicant  shall  commence 
to  exercise  the  rights  so  granted  within  six  months 
of  the  date  of  the  granting  thereof  or  such  rights 
shall  expire. 

27.  (1)  Any  use  of  land  or  buildings  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  Regulations  20  to  26,  inclusive, 
but  which  existed  prior  to  the  coming  into  effect  of 
these  regulations,  may  be  continued,  unless  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer  and  the 
Inspector  such  continuance  is  prejudicial  to  public 
health  or  safety. 
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(2)  No  non-conforming  use  which  has  been  dis¬ 
continued  for  thirty  days  shall  be  renewed. 

(3)  The  lawful  use  of  a  building  existing  at  the 

time  of  the  coming  into  effect  of  these  regulations, 
although  such  use  does  not  conform  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Regulations  20  to  26,  inclusive,  may  be 
extended  throughout  the  building,  but  no  structural 
alterations  shall  be  made  nor  shall  the  non-con- 
forming  use  be  carried  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
existing  building.  .  .  . 

28.  (1)  Except  in  the  case  of  subdivision  re¬ 

quirements  in  respect  of  which  provision  for  appeal 
is  made  in  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,’  any  person 
who  considers  that  any  refusal  to  grant  him  a  per¬ 
mit,  or  any  order  issued  to  him  under  these  regula¬ 
tions,  will  cause  him  undue  hardship  shall  have  a 
right  of  appeal  by  way  of  a  hearing  before  the 
Board  of  Appeal.  . 

(2)  Any  person  exercising  the  right  of  appeal 
shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
within  ten  days  of  the  giving  of  any  decision  under 
the  foregoing  regulations  a  written  notice  of  appeal 
therefrom,  which  shall  state  clearly  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  appeal  is  made.  The  appellant 
shall  therein  give  an  address  to  which  all  notices 
may  be  mailed. 

(3)  The  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Appeal  of  said  notice  of  appeal,  and 
the  said  Chairman  shall  set  a  date  for  the  hearing 
of  the  appeal,  which  shall  be  within  ten  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  notice  of  appeal.  Four  days’  notice  of 
the  said  hearing  shall  be  mailed  by  the  Secretary, 
by  registered  mail,  to  the  appellant,  posted  to  the 
address  given  in  said  notice  of  appeal,  and  to  such 
other  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  said  Chair¬ 
man. 

29.  (1)  The  Board  of  Appeal  shall  consist  of 
three  members,  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years 
unless  reappointed;  each  member  shall  be  a  resi¬ 
dent  registered  land-owner  in  the  area  or  a  holder 
of  land  in  the  area  acquired  by  him  by  agreement 
to  purchase  under  “The  Veterans’  Land  Act,  1952,” 
and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Munici¬ 
pal  Affairs. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  be  presided  over  by  a  chair¬ 
man  to  be  chosen  annually  from  among  themselves 
by  the  members  thereof. 

(3)  Two  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(4)  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation,  or 
removal  from  office  of  any  member  of  the  Board, 
the  vacancy  thereby  created  shall  be  filled  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal, 
and  until  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  such 
member,  the  remaining  members  shall  constitute 
the  Board. 

30.  The  Board  of  Appeal  may  hear  witnesses 
and  take  any  other  steps  it  may  consider  necessary 
to  ensure  a  proper  consideration. 

31.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  shall 
have  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  the  witnesses 
on  the  appeal. 

32.  In  disposing  of  appeals,  the  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peal  may  make  such  relaxations  of  these  regula¬ 
tions,  or  of  any  order  issued  pursuant  to  these 
regulations,  as  the  Board  of  Appeal  considers 
necessary  to  ensure  substantial  justice,  except  that 
a  change  of  classification  of  any  district  or  part 
thereof  or  the  permitting  of  a  new  use  may  be 
made  only  by  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 


33.  The  decision  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  attending  a  regu¬ 
larly  called  meeting  shall  be  the  decision  of  the 
Board,  and  the  Board  shall  not  be  required  to  re¬ 
adjudicate  the  same  appeal  on  the  same  set  of  facts. 

34.  Where  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
relaxes  any  of  the  regulations  herein,  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit  or 
an  order  conforming  to  said  decision. 

35.  The  Inspector  shall  act  as  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Appeal  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  all  meetings  of  said  Board.  He  shall 
forward  a  copy  of  the  decision  of  the  Board  in 
respect  of  any  appeal  to  the  appellant  concerned. 

36.  Every  person  who  fails  to  carry  out  any  pro¬ 
visions  of  an  order  pursuant  to  these  regulations 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  shall  be  liable,  on 
summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ten  days  or  part 
thereof  such  violation  continues. 


SCHEDULE  A 

1.  Privies  shall  be  so  located,  constructed,  and  main¬ 
tained: — 

(a)  That  flies,  insects,  rats,  or  small  domestic  animals 
cannot  gain  access  to  the  waste  materials: 

(b)  That  the  surface  or  ground  water  cannot  enter  the  pit 
or  vault: 

(c)  That  waste  material  in  the  privy  cannot  contaminate 
a  water-supply: 

(d)  That  self-closing  seat-covers  are  in  operation  at  all 
times. 

2.  Other  sewage-disposal  and  sanitary  arrangements  may 
be  installed  when  approved  by  the  Medical  Health  Officer. 


SCHEDULE  B 

Permit  and  Inspection  Fees 
The  fee  required  to  be  paid  by  an  applicant  for  a  building 
or  other  permit  referred  to  in  Regulation  9  of  the  regula¬ 
tions  applying  to  the  Dawson  Creek  District  Regulated  Area 
shall  be  as  follows: —

When  cost  exceeds  $2,000  but  does  not  ex¬
